Colored Comedian Held to Answer 


to the Charge of Rape—Sensational 
Examination Comes to a Close. 


Strong Defense Put Up—Complain- 
ing Witness Shown Up Unfavorably. 


Angeles to stand trial for rape, or his 
bondsmen will forfeit $1200.. Justice 
Morgan held the unfortunate negro to 
answer in that sum yesterday evening, 
after a preliminary examination lasting 
a day and a half, 

Throughout the proceedings yester- 
day, the courtroom was crowded al- 
most to the ponit of suffocation, black 
faces predominating. It seemed as it 
the entire membership of the Manhat- 
tan and United Republican clubs had 
congregated to learn the fate of their 
dusky brother. 

When the examination was resumed 
in the morning, Mrs. May Emerson, the 
complaining witness, who had recov- 
ered her. composure over night, was re- . 
ealled for further cross-examination. 
She winced a great deal’ under the 
searching questions of counsel for the 
defense, but stuck to her original story 
of the alleged assault, 

Charles Newton, a mulatto who oc- 
cupied the room adjoining Mrs. Emer- 
son's in the Commertcial-street lodging- 
house where the alleged crime was 
committed, was called to testify that he 
overheard the old woman's entreaties 
to be let alone, but Newton disap- 
pointed the prosecution by testifying 
that he did not hear a sound, although 

was awake at the time, and could 
ve heard any unusual noise. 

Maude Brooks, alias Cooper, a 
colored wench of unsavory reputation, 
went completely back on the prosecu- 
tion by testifying that she saw Avery 
in Mrs. Emerson's room about. 2 o'clock 
Sunday night,-which corresponded with - 
the story told later by the defendant 
himself, and other witnesses who testi- 
fied for the defense. . 

When the people rested, Le Compte 
Davis, Esq., made a motion to dismiss 
the complaint on the ground of insuffi- 
cient evidence to convict. The attor- 
ney made a forceful argument in sup- 
port of his motion, but the court over- 
ruled it. : 

At the afternoon session Mrs. Emer- 
son was recalled for cross-examination, 
and was asked some pointed questions 
regarding her past life. These were 
ruled out_as not proper cross-examina- 
tion. The woman was then placed on 
the stand for direct examination as a 
witness for the defense, and the objec- 
tionable questions were then renewed, 
but only allowed in part. The defense 
entered an exception and then excused 
the witness. , 

Not being allowed to condemn the 
character of the complaining witness 
by testimony from her own mouth, the 
defense proceeded to show her moral 
remissness by the testimony of other | 
witnesses. The first of these was Ed- 
ward FE. Akers, a colored bootblack, 
whose wife formerly kept a ledging- 
house and accommodated Mrs. Emer’S 
son and daughter with rooms. She was 
efected from the house, Akers <lleged, 
when it was discovered that she was. 
not respectable. ‘‘White then, black 
and Chinamen, toos? were in the habit 
of visiting her and drinking beer in her 
room, according to this witness 

Police Officers Fowler, ubbard, 
Phillips. J. M. Baker and Matuszkiewiz 
then. in turn, were sworn and prac- 
tically all of them testified that Mrs. 
Emerson was known to them as &@ pros- 
titute who did not draw the color line. 
It was stipulated that Officers, Tala- 
mantes and Vignes would testify to the 
game effect if called.

HAWAIIAN PUBLIC LANDS. 


PRESIDENT DOLE WRITES UPON 
THE SUBJECT. 
[A P. EARLY A.M°PEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—In this week's 
issue of the Independent appears an 
article upon “Hawaiian Pubdlic Lands’ 
by Sanford B. Dole, President of Ha- 
wail. Following is an abstract: 

“In the year 1839 Kamehameha III is- 
sued a proclamation granting to. the 
Hawaiian people the right of acquiring 
real estate and other property and 
holding the same without interference. 
During the year 1848 terms of division 
of the lands of the kingdom were ar- 
ranged, after much deliberation, be- 
tween the King, the chiefs and the peo- 
ple. These, briefly, were as follows: 

“To the King, a third, to the chiefs 
a third, and to the people a third. The 
number of holdings taken by the 
common people came up to 11,132,.ag- 
averaging 
A ‘considerable num- 


immediately 


ave since passed into the hands of 
foreigners through direct sales or mort- 


gage foreclosures. The lands of the 
chiefs have also largely become the 
property of foreigners by the same 


methods. 

“In the year 1884 the Legislature en- 
acted a law providing for the sale of 
homesteads to such persons as wished 
them for permanent occupation. Up 
to the time of the enactment of new 
land legislation in I895, about 534 home- 
Steads were taken up. 

“The land act of 1895 was far more 


comparatively 


comprehensive than anything that had 
preceded it., The settlement of indi- 
viduals on small holdings was its pre- 
dominant feature. The holdings occu- 
‘pied under this act, aggregating 616 in 
‘number, have a total area of 28,065 
acres and an average area of 45.56 
acres. Their aggregate value at the 
time of .occupation, as appraised, was 
$179.464, or $289.70 apiece, and $6.36 an 
acre. In proportion to their numbers 
few Hawaiians have 


' taken up homestead leases or lands. 


“Annexation, when complete, will cut 
off a considerable measure of the cost 


of earrying on the local government, 


such as military. customs and postoffice 
expenses, but such relief will in no 
wise offset the loss of the customs rev- 
enues as they existed befote annexa- 
tion. Moreover, with the rapid devel- 
opment of the country under the stim- 
ulus of annexation, there will be need 
of increased expenditures for public 


improvements. 


“As the public lands of the Hawaiian 


‘Islands are limited, and a large pro- 


trial | 
brought . 


portion of them are comparatively val- 
ueless, the importance of the leasehold 
system is apparent, It is equally ap- 
parent that a repeal of this system, 
which would force the public lands on 
the market, would deprive Hawali of 
a material part of the consideration 
upon which the annexation was ef- 


fected.

“The Hawaiian leasehold system is 
also important to the country in an- 
other way. The policy of land settle- 
ment in small holdings, if necessary to 
the country in its independent condi- 


tion, may be regarded as imperative 
under annexati&n.

Its avowed aim is to fre- 
place the mother instinct by insight, to | 
add to mother-love “the sweet reason- | 
ableness” which shall insure true nur- | 
ture. Thereis no need to create arti- 
ficial experiences as in Rousseau s 
“Emile” to. teach the lessons of life. 
The experiences come of themselves. 


1 The sctentific understanding of the 


infant’s bodily needs, the elimination 
of all harmful influences in the nursery 


“suffers” the free play of the spon- 
taneities of babyhood, guiding them to 
the formation of right habits—these are 
the essentials in the care of infancy. 


THE KINDERGARTEN AGE.. 
The ideal of the kindergarten is in- 


A garden is a place for growth under 
culture. Freedom, space and time are) 
necessary conditions of growth in any. 
garden, and caltivation is no less ¢s- 
sential for the fullést flowering and 
fruitage. 

A kindergarten is not merry-g0- 
round” for the amusement of children, 
neither. is it a device for cramming in- 
nocent children with premature knowl- 
‘edge. It is a place where living and 
real children are treated as growing 
plants with respect to all the laws of| 
natural development. It is a_ place 
where the need of individual treatment 
is considered as the gardener consid- 
ers the peculiar needs of rose and 
lily and gives to each soil and sunshine | 


true kindergarten, which does not de- 
sire to produce hothouse plants, even 
if they earlier. Froebel’s 
method is “passive, observant, follow- 
ing.”” The keymote of his system is. 
‘gelf-activity. His aim is ‘“‘to give men 
themselves."" The agencies which he 
employs in the kindergarten are chiefly 
songs and games, gifts and occupa- 


tions. 
SONGS ,AND_ GAMES. 

In the plays of children Froebey dis- 
covers heart leaves of the future,’’: 
The child is most truly himself when 
he plays. All his energies are em- 
ployed; frequently his special powers 
and tendencies are expressed in this 
free manifestation of self. An English 
writer on this subject characterizes 
neglect in fostering such special tastes 
and capacities as a ruthless waste of 
national capital. It is possible that 
child study in the kindergarten may 
prevent some of this waste, especially 
when mothers and kindergartens have 
the frequent opportunities for. confer- 
ence afforded by the mothers’ meet- 
ings. 
Long before Froebel’s time Pilato, 
Quintilian dan@ other educational 
writers had insisted upon the value of 
the plays of children as ‘‘a preparation 
for the serious business of life,’’ but it. 
wag reserved for “‘the apostle of child- 
hood” to fathom ‘“‘the deep meaning 
which lies hid in childish play’ and 
to make it the dorner-stone of his edu- 
cational foundation. 

The musical setting of the kindergar- 
ten plays makes them “orderly and 
law-abiding,’’ and through,the medium 
of song we believe with Plato that 
rhythm and grace enter into the re- 
cesses. of the soul and abide there. The 
organized play,. when rightly con- 
ducted, preserves the true balance be- 
tween lawful liberty and license, and 
in nowise interferes with the spon- 
taneity of childhood. Freedom and 
law are inseparable terms, and one of 
the important lessons of the kindergar- 
ten game is that the good of the in- 
dividual is conditioned by the good of 
the whole. The only one who ign’t 
happy is the one who won't play. Con- 
sideration of others and subordination 
of self are co on, plain virtyes to 
be acquired only by “daily act and 
habitude.” The kindergarten play cir- 
cle is| the school for these gocial vir- 
tues because all must play together in 
order to play at all. 

| IMITATION. 

Froebel was the first of child students 
to discover the significance. of imita- 
tion in child life. “‘What man tries to 
represent, that he begins to under- 
stand” is his motto. Imitation is nec- 
essary as a means of understanding. 
“Let me do and I shall know” is the 
implicit faith of the child. “I will fly | 
like a ‘bird and run like a pony and hop 
like a frog,:.and so I shall become each: 
of them. Let me do what mamma does 
and I shall be mamma.” So through 
varied and constant imitations children 
initiate themselves into the complext- 
ties of the life around them. Froebel 
would utilize this instinct for itmita- 
tion by giving wide range to play and 
directing it to an educafional end. His 
special plays include those which rep- 
resent movements in the plant and ani- 
mal world, the family and other rela- . 
tionships and domestic and industrial. 
activities. The miner, the farmer, the 
baker, the carpenter are true heroes 
of toil because they are necessary to 
make the wheels of the great world 
turn round. The ideal of service which 
Mrs. Eliot advocates as one of the 
functions of education in a democracy 
is embodied in these trade plays, Which 
illustrate the dependence of one upon 
another and the beauty of codperation. 

THE GIFTS.- 

No agency of the kindergarten has 
beert so much questioned and so often 
perverted as the gifts. Froebel did not | 
intend them to become a means of in- 
struction in geometry and arithemtic, 
but rather to furnish an “alphabet of 
things’ by which the young pupil -in 
nature's school may begin “to spell 
out the volume of the universe.” He 
-attaches great importance ‘to the se- 
lection of children's playthings, which 
are to. serve as mediators between 
themselves: and the world. A wise 
giver bestows the ‘‘gift’’ which helps 
the child to realize himself by giving 
free play to‘the fancy and scope to the 
constructive powers, “Let me see,”’ 
‘Let me do” are the constant demands 
of the: normal child Through clear 
seeing the world-chaos is graduaily to 
be reduced to order. Definite _percep- 
tions in place of confused and vague 
notions of things are to be acquired 
through forming the habit of interested 
observation and attention to what one | 
sees, The kindergarten playthings are 
intended to facilitate this process of 
comparison by supply- 
ng standards of form, cdfor, 
number.

STATEMENT OF CITY ENGINEER 


“TUNNEL 


F. H. OLMSTED.. 


Contract Specifically. Gives Contrac- 
tors Control of Temporary Structure 
and Holds Them Responsible—Blame 
Rests Upon the Vicious Contract 
System of Doing Public Work. 


Since the accident in the Third-street 
tunnel, much loose and thoughtless 
criticism of city officials has been ut- 
tered, and attempts have been made to 
‘place the responsibility here and there 
without reference to the facts of the 
case. In order to clear away the 
misunderstandings ,caused by irre- 
sponsible chatter, e Times asked 
City Engineer Frank H. Olmsted 
for an authoritative statement concern- 
ing the causes of the accident. Mr, 
Olmsted complied with the request, and. 
his statement is as follows, 

“The accounts of the Third-street seme 
nel accident and its causes having ap- 
peared in the different papers ina 
somewhat conflicting shape, I am glad 
to define my relations to that work so 
that any one who will follow this state- 
‘ment will understand. 

“A municipality, in doing public work 
can either throw the responsibility for 
accident and personal damages on the 
contractor, or it can absolutely insist 
upon its own methods of work ‘and 
thereby, of necessity, assume that re- 
sponsibility. It cannot be possible that 
the city of Los Angeles will insist as it 
does in clause 10 of Third-street tunnel 
specifications that ‘all damages or in- 
jury resulting to persons or propérty 
Ahrough carelessness, neglect, or want 
of due precaution by the contractor 
| must ~borne by him, and under no 
circumstances shall compensation for 
such losses be allowed to said,.-ton- 
tractor,’ and then that in some other 
clause the City Engineer ‘able to 
force the contractor to do the work, so 
far as the temporary suppofts are con- 
cerned, in the City Engineer's way.
